Petitions  for  each 
office  must  carry  the  names  of  35 
women  students  and  should  be  handed 
to  Alice  Spencer,  A W.  S.  president, 
or  should  be  left  in  the  office  of  the 
dean  of  women  not  later  than  noon, 
March  13. 

Eligibility  rules  for  the  publication 
race  include  at  least  75  hours  of  cred- 
it and  one  quarter  of  attendance  at 
the  Y previous  to  the  election.

Banyan  Aims  At 
Picturesque  Book 

Agreeing  with  the  ancient  Chinese 
proverb  that  “one  picture  is  worth  a 
thousand  words,’’  a large  staff  of  art- 
ists and  photographers  are  busy  pre- 
paring a pictorial  history  of  the  pres- 
ent school  year  in  the  form  of  the  1935 
Banyan. 

With  a total  of  3034  photographs 
and  snapshots  of  students,  campus 
scenes,  and  numerous  activities,  the 
1935  Banyan  promises  to  be  the  most 
picturesque  representation  of  college 
life  that  B.Y.U.  has  ever  attempted, 
according  to  Otto  Dane,  Banyan  edit- 
or. 

Informality  of  “the  friendly  school” 
will  be  stressed  in  the  snapshots  of 
campus  activities.  There  will  be  ap- 
proximately 1800  pictures  of  students, 
16  full  pages  of  campus  scenes  in  duo- 
tone  colors,  and  22  full  pages  of 
snapshots.

“We  plan  to  improve  the  literary

Poulson  Extends 
Hope  To  Students 
Facing  Exams 

Professor  M.  Wilford  Poulson,  who 
teaches  a course  on  “How  To  Study,” 
has  some  cheering  news  for  students 
trembling  on  the  brink  of  the  final 
exam  chasm.  “There  is  still  hope  for 
the  forlorn,"  he  said. 

While  acknowledging  that  the  pro- 
per time  to  prepare  for  final  exami- 
nations is  at  the  beginning  of  the 
quarter/  the  psychology  department 
head  suggests  a way  out  for  students 
who  have  let  the  quarter  slip  by  un- 
heeded. And  he  doesn’t  recommend

“We  have  yet  two  golden  weeks  in 
which  to  meet  these  crises,”  said  Pro- 
fessor Poulson,  “and  even  though  a 
student  has  been  careless  all  quarter, 
he  may,  by  systematic  and  diligent  re- 
view, pass  his  examinations  satisfac- 
torily. 

"Begin  your  ‘cramming’  now,  to 
avoid  sitting  up  all  night  before  exams. 
It  will  be  possible  in  many  cases  to 
re-read  your  textbooks.  Go  over 
your  notes  thoroughly,  and  join  with 
your  classmates  in  exhaustive  reviews 
of  the  quarter’s  work.  As  a last  pre- 
caution, consider  the  methods  em- 
ployed by  your  various  teachers,  try  to 
anticipstfe  the  nature  of  their  exams, 
and  prepare  yourselves  accordingly."

While  hold- 
ing a similar  position  later  at  Hinck- 
ley, Utah,  he  was  also  soil  specialist 
for  the  Utah-Idaho  Sugar  Co. 

He  received  his  doctor’s  degree  at 
Cornell  in  1921,  and  has  continued  to 
broaden  his  study  of  soil  and  bacteri- 
ology in  numerous  other  universities. 

His  penetrating  blue  eyes  expressed 
his  zeal  for  education  as  he  explained 
his  hope  that  all  young  B.Y.U.  men 
would  continue  their  education  to  the 
extent  of  preparing  themselves  for  po- 
sitions “at  the  top.”

Veterans  on  the  campus  who 
can  remember  the  once-heralded 
beauty  of  the  lower  campus 
lawns  are  beginning  to  wonder  if 
the  foot-marked,  barren  stretches 
can  even  be  revived,  let  alone  be 
restored  to  their  original  glory.

Let’s  stick  to  the  concrete  and 
leave  for  class  two1  or  three  min- 
utes earlier  to  avoid  those  frantic 
dashes  that  call  for  detours  and 
short  cuts.  When  the  month  is 
up,  we  can  resume  our  old  hab- 
its in  the  more  pleasant  environ 
ment  of  a greener,  more  virile 
turf.
